Iiceman tore them open, and for the first 
time learned the prisoner was Moser. The 
‘letters, addressed to different parties, all de- 
talled the crime, and stated that the new 
Amish Church was responsible for all his 
‘trouble. Palmer identified these letters, and 
they were offered in evidence. On this evi- 
dence T. N. Green, attorney for the defense, 
paved the way for the introduction of evi- 
dence that Moser committed the crime while 
temporarily insane, as a result of persecu- 
tion by the Amish Church.

Certificates Given in Payment for Work 
‘Raised and Others Made Out in Bogus 
Names Are Cashed by the Swindliers—

Prominent Men May Be Involved in 
the Crookedness—Loss Not Known. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—BEv- 
idence has just come to light that the City 
of Milwaukee has been systematically de- 
frauded of a sum that may reach $100,000 
The robbery has been going on for years 
How much the city treasury has suffered is 
not exactly known, but an inquiry which 
has been conducted for the last two days by 
City Treasurer Bollow shows that the city 
has been cheated out of a large sum. A sys 
‘tematic investigation will be begun tomor- 
row, and will in all probability involve some 
men prominent in financial circies, as it is 
claimed they have been negotiating forged.

Hamilton's lawyers say they. were much 
surprised at the verdict, and it is probable 
that if the motion for a new.trial is denied 
an appeal will be taken to the Supreme 
Court.

May Be Germany’s Turn Next.

RUSSIAN TARIFF EMBROGLIO. 
Views of the New York Evening Post 
Involved. 


— — 
[New York Evening Post, Feb. 18. 

The news that Russia has put a prohibitory 
duty on the importation of American iron 
and steel products and machinery comes as 
a stunning surprise in the midst of other re- 
markable events connected with that in- 
dustry. The reason for this action ts that 
the Treasury department at Washington be- 
Heves that Russia grants an export bounty 
on beet sugar and therefore imposes a coun- 
tervailing duty on imports of that article 
from Russia, equal to such bounty, as re- 
quired by the Dingley act. The fact appears 
to be that Russia levies a tax on beet sugar 
consumed at home, but remits the tax on 
sugar exported to foreign countries. She 
contends that this is not an export bounty, 
and so far she is right. We allow distilled 
spirits to be exported without paying the 
internal revenue tax. We allow drawbacks 
of duties on many other articles of export, 
including refined sugar, but nobody has ever 
considered these drawbacks as bounties. 
They are intended merely to give our pro- 
ducers an equal chance in foreign markets, 
and so long as they do no more; the word 
bounty is not applicable to them. If Russia 
has merely refrained from imposing her in- 
ternal revenue tax on sugar exported our 
government has committed a stupendous 
error In putting an extra duty on her sugar. 

M. de Witte has replied by dealing us the 
heaviest blow possible. The suddenness and 
severity of it show that he believes he has 
justice on his side. Russia is prospectively 
the largest foreign market for our iron and 
steel products. We supply her with steel 
-atis and locomotives, dynamos, and an end- 
less variety of machinery. The trade now 
reaches nearly $10,000,000 a year. We are 
building cruisers for her navy. Her empire 
is the largest undeveloped region in the 
world occupied by civilized men. Hence, 
her future market Is the largest one in sight. 
Moreover, it is a market on both oceans, 
and the one on the Pacific is destined to be 
the greater of the two. Very likely, Man- 
churia will be added to it soon. Until three | 
or four days ago our relations with Russia 
were extremely pleasant. We had co- 
operated with her in China. She had been 
our distinctive ally there.

We 
have decided either that she is not telling 
the truth or that she does not know the true 
meaning of the word bounty, and we have 
acted on that presumption by putting an 
extra tax on sugar. She replies by a 
tax in kind on our fron and steel. We import 
less than $25,000 of Russian sugar per 
year, we export to her $10,000,000 of iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof. The blow 
we get is by far so much worse than the one 
we struck, and perhaps it will be a good 
lesson for us. Perhaps it is best we should 
learn that two can play at that game. 

A tariff war between two countries is fool- 
ishness at best.

THE NEW*sTEEL COMBINE. 

There is said to be much comment in 
railroad circles because the Carnegie com- 
pany is charging American railway cor | 
porations $26 a ton for steel rails at Pitts- 
burg, while it has offered the same rails 
for export at $23 per ton at the seaboard. 
This is something which should excite com- 
ment an unfriendly character in other 
than railr circles. When the transporta- 
tion companies get cheaper rails, engines, 
and cars they are not the only beneficiaries, 
Part of the gain goes to producers and con- 
sumers in the form of lower freight rates. 

This discrimination against American 
railroads by the Carnegie company is not 
due to its having on hand a surplus stock 
of rails which it cannot market at home 
and must work off abroad. There have 
been instances where American manufac- 
turers have sold surplus products abroad at 
prices which were not remunerative simply 
because it meant a smaller loss than go carry 
them indefinitely, but this is not one of 
the instances. The Carnegie company is 
rushed with orders. 

The question which is now interesting 
the American consumers of iran and steel 
products is whether the discriminations 
against them are to be continued when the 
Carnegie company and certain other com- 
panies which are in the same business shall 
have been amalgamated to make a grand 
corporation, with a stock and bond capi- 
talization exceeding one billion dollars. 
When competition between these companies 
shall have ceased, will the managers of the 
new company be encouraged thereby to per- 
petuate the policy of asking foreign con- 
sumers a price which returns a small but 
reasonable profit, and of exacting from 
domestic consumers a higher price, yield- 
ing an exorbitant profit? _ | 
The abandonment of this iniquitous poli- 
ey will do much to reconcile the people to 
the creation of that great oe the 
arrangements for which will be perfected 
soon.

SUPPRESSING HABITUAL CRIMINALS. 

Students of social conditions in England 
are tending toward the conclusion that the 
humane sentiment of modern society is pro- 
ductive of harm in some of its phases. The 
Spectator recently showed that the com- 


all its great benefits, has had a bad effect 
in increasing pauperism. During the Boer 


was. impossible to get enough men in Lon- 
don to do all the work offered, yet the alms- 
house population showed no falling off.

In the same way the too lenient treatment 
of habitual criminals seems to be having 
a bad effect, as shown by Robert Anderson, 
Assistant Commissioner of Police in Lon- 
don, in an article in the Nineteenth Century. 
Mr, Anderson shows by official statistics 
that crimes by professional offenders have 
steadily increased in London since the trans- 
portation of such criminals was abolished 
in 1867. While the total number of felonies 
has shown a gratifying decrease, the num- 
ber of offenses by professional criminals has 
grown each year. Within the last half 
century the burglaries in London have in- 
ereased fifteen-fold, and professional of- 
fenses of, other kinds have shown a similar 


to the milder punishments which the general 
decrease of crime has made possible. Men 
who deliberately choose a life of crime are 
taking advantage of the humane sentiment | 
which permits them to escape with short 
terms. They should be treated more 
stringently than the ordinary law breaker. 
The point Mr. Anderson makes is valid. 
He says the practice of sentencing a 
habitual criminal merely for his latest of- 
fense is unjust to the community. Such 
a criminal, after serving his sentence, at 
once returng to his “ profession.” To set 
such a public enemy at liberty, says Mr. 
Anderson, is as stupid and wicked as to al- 
low a smallpox patient to go at large in the 
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When a man is seen to belong irrevocably to 
the class of incorrigibles he should no longer 
be released to prey upon the public. If 
all the well known criminals of this kind 
were 60 treated, says Sir James Stephen, |

The methods of the professional charity 
promoter are explained in a recent issue of 
CoUperation, the weekly leaflet issueg by 
the Chicago Bureau of Charities, That or- 
ganization is in receipt of a letter from a 
charitable society in Newark, N. J., warn- 
ing the Chicago charities that a professional : 
promoter of this kind has transferred her 
field of operations to this city. The meth- 
ods of money raising employed by such pro- 
fessionals are injurious to the cause of char- 
ity. No Chicago organization should be 
duped into lending its name to any of these 
charity exploiters, There has already been 
too much of this sort of work here in the 
name of charity. 

As a rule the promoter calls upon the 
officers of some struggling charity, explains 
her deep interest in its work, and offers to 
guarantee the society a substantial eum if 
it will lend her the use of its name for a 
public entertainment which she will sive. 
She says she will assume all the risk and do 
‘all the work. A contract is made, a hall 
is secured, and a corps of flashily dressed 
and aggressive agents is put into the field 
to sell tickets, Business-men are besieged, 
and their sympathies are drawn upon by 
pathetic stories of the needs of the charity 
in question. Moved by the excellence of 
the cause or by a desire to be rid of the im- 
portunate agents, men buy tickets freely, 
afterward throwing them into the waste 
basket or returning them to the agents to 
be sold again. When the entertainment is 
given it is found that many of the speakers 
and musicians advertised on the program 
have been “unavoidably detained,” and 
their places are filled by amateurs or second 
rate professionals who give their services 
free for the advertising they get. 

By the time the promoter has paid the 
stipulated sum to the charity organization 
she has usually made three or four times that 
amount out of the use of the ty’s name. 
The community has been taxed several hun- 
dred dollars for the raising of every $100 
that actually goes to charity, and the good 
name of the society suffers by the methods 
it has sanctioned. The business of the pro- 
fessional charity promoter should not be 


THREE-CENT FARE CONTEST. 
The most remarkable event in the 
tory of street railway. grants since the scan- 
dal connected with the extension of the 
Milwaukee nchise about one year ago, 
oceurred recently in Columbus, O. Indeed, 
it is in certain respeets the most significant 
event which has happened in this connection 
for many years.

It is not a breach of law to set up a pri- 
vate bank in Illinois. Any man who has 
the confidence of his neighbors to such a 
degree that they are willing to deposit their 
funds with him can start one. Notwith- 
standing the facilities afforded by the State 
banking act for the establishment of large 
or small banks under it, there are over 1380 
private banks in Illinois, with deposits 
amounting to about $13,000,000. 
These banks are subject to no super- 
vision, Intelligent depositors are aware of 
this, Ignorant depositors do not know it, 
and probably would not care if they did 
know. They rely blindly on the honesty of 
the men to whom they intrust their money. 
Their confidence has often been abused. 
Private banks have failed in this city and 
elsewhere in the State and depositors have 
lost large amounts in some instances, 
Perhaps private banks should be looked 
after by the State, It the Legislature 
deems it expedient to provide for some 
measure of State supervision for the pro- 
tection of ignorant depositors, it has the 
power to enact the necessary legislation.
